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As to claim I, the claim language, inter alia, ''wherein each phrase of the first plurality of 
phrases is expressed in a plurality of languages and has a meaning that is different than the 
meanings of other languages of the first plurality of phrases regardless of the language in which 
the each phrase is expressed' added to claim 1 raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

As to claim 6, Applicant argues that Heiny does not teach or suggest client-side localization by 
performing the following steps a receiving computer using an identifier from the plurality of 
identifiers, wherein the identifier corresponds to the language selected by the user, to obtain, 
from the respective translations in the electronic file, a translation, in the language selected by 
the user, for the at least one word; and inserting the translation obtained from the electronic file 
into a translated electronic file. The final rejection shows how Heiny meet the claim limitations. 
Also, Applicant argues that the Office Action does not explain how "inserting the translation" 
would provided the capability of increased efficiency in retrieving and displaying the document 
in the language selected by the user." "Inserting the translation would have provided the 
capability for efficiently retrieving and displaying the document in the language selected by the 
user because with a translation", the user can retrieve and view a webpage in his/her own 
language. 

As to claim 14, Applicant argues that ''Heiny does not teach performing the following two steps 
at the receiving computer: (1) using an identifier from the plurality of identifiers to select a 
translation from the plurality of translations for said plurality of words, based upon the 
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language selected by the user, and (2) replacing the plurality of words in the document by 
inserting into the document the selected plurality of respective translations for the plurality of 
words. The final rejection shows how Heiny meet the claim limitations.
